Plan Suggested That Coming

London, Aug. 21 


The Central News has received a dispatch from Paris saying 
that French forces defeated a detachment of German cavalry coming from Leopol 
shoehe and Hueningen, in an engagement near Basel. 

The Germans retired in the direction of St. Louis, leaving 500 dead and wounded 
on the field. They lost most of their horses. 

According to dispatches received at the Belgian legation here the Belgian army re 
tired on Antwerp in good order and is now ready to co-operate with the allies.

MAKING AN EFFORT TO 
HAVE UNITED CONCLAVE 


Successor to Pius X, Must 
Obtain Forty-Two Votes 
at Least 


Rome. Aug. 21.—Among the sixty 
cardinals headed by Cardinal Agliardi. 
a movement is under way to have the 
sacred college of cardinals address the 
emperors, kings, and president of 
countries engaged In war, asking them 
to declare a truce while the new pope 
is being elected. This plan, as well as 
the proposition to attempt mediation, 
provides for the assistance of the 
United States as the greatest neutral 
■ power. 

It is asserted that thk cardinals have 
discussed the advisability of holding 
the conclave for the election of a suc¬ 
cessor to Pius X. without shutting 
themselves within the Vatican 
throughout their deliberations, as has 
been the traditional practice. Hereto¬ 
fore each cardinal has had an apart¬ 
ment in the palace with accommoda¬ 
tion also for his secretary and servants 
and on the occasion of the last con¬ 
clave the three days’ session of the 
sacred college entailed an expense of 
$ 120 , 000 . 

It has been suggested that the car¬ 
dinals meet at the Vatican twice daily 
for a ballot until a choice has been 
made and at the close of each session 
return to their homes or wherever they 
may be staying. The sittings will, of 
course, be under the seal of absolute 
secrecy, while permitting greater free-

Tokio, Aug. 21.—Japan is quietly pre¬ 
paring for the eventualities following 
the expiration of next Sunday of her 
ultimatum to Germany, demanding the 
withdrawal of German warships from 
the Orient and the evacuation of Kiau 
Chau. 

The strictest prohibition has been 
placed on the publication of_ any in¬ 
formation concerning the movements 
of Japanese ships and troops. All 
correspondence is censored and the 
newspapers are closely watched. * 

The activities at the German em¬ 
bassy, where personal effects are be¬ 
ing packed for shipment, are the only 
Indications of what the answer of 
Germany will be. Meanwhile, not¬ 
withstanding the most sensational re¬ 
ports of the treatment of Japanese In 
Germany, there is no evidence of anti- 
German feeling here. On the con¬ 
trary the authorities have given no¬ 
tice that all Germans remaining in 
Japan must be treated courteously. 

The war and navy departments are 
preparing for a move on Kiau Chau, 
where, contrary to current reports, the ' 
fortifications are really formidable. 

Since the outbreak of the. European 
war thousands of Chinese coolies have 
been, employed In strengthening these 
defences. It is believed here that the 


taking of Kiau Ctfau will not be an 
easy task. 

The Japanese newspapers and lead¬ 
ing Japanese express surprise at the 
tone of the American press that at¬ 
tributes sinister motives to Japan in 
sending an ultimatum to Germany.

London, Aug. 21.—Yesterday was 
about the date when, according to the 
forecasts of their own and many other 
military writers in Europe, the Ger¬ 
man troops were due to appear before 
the walls of Paris According to French 
official advices, it is the Germans' in¬ 
tention to pass their main army into 
France by the Brussels road. The 
Germans themselves are n-aturally si¬ 
lent. but there Is no reason to doubt 
that they are quite as well aware of 
the difficulties of this route as are their 
opponents. 

The Namur forts have not yet been 
attacked, or rather had not been at the 
time of the latest advices. At the 
German left, where three Austrian 
army corps are said to have reinforced, 
the battle is said to be developing a 
front of nearly forty miles and accord¬ 
ing to French statements, nothing is 
heard of the German side. An impen¬ 
etrable curtain has been drawn over 
the operations in the centre of the bat¬ 
tle line, where the main French army 
is co-operating in the fighting. 

The Russian advance in east Prus¬ 
sia apparently stretches over a front 
of sixty miles between Stalluponen and 
Lyck, but the Russian invaders have 
not yet gained much German ground. 

Little is heard of the Austrian oper¬ 
ations at present, but it is known that 
Austrian contingents are moving along 
the Tthine to meet~the French advance 
in Alsace.

Vienna. Austria. Aug. 21.—The 

Austro-Servian situation is not the re- L 
suit of any sudden and unforeseen hap¬ 
penings, but rather the natural and 
Inevitable development of a state of 
affairs which could not hav e continued 
for many years longer. li 

It may be said that it is not even u 
the direct result of the events In j 
Serajevo. which only gave a final lm- r< 
petus to a tendency to war which had 
been growing during the last few years, d 
Events were very much precipitated f 
by the late Balkan war. which ended e 
In the supremacy of Servian arms, and a 
rendered the small people on the other & 
side of the Danube inclined to be less t 
than polite to their great neighbor. 

Notes containing threats have fre-] - 
quently been issued In Vienna, only to 
be accepted in Belgrade after the hesi- 
tation Servia considered was due to her; 
dignity, and which the Servian premier 
always pointed out was necessary to 
prevent a rebellion in his country. 

The notes and peremptory demands 
were, however, always possible of ful¬ 
filment, but on this last occasion there 
are indications that Austria-Hungary 
did not Intend the Serbs to accept their 
terms, and they therefore purposely 
imposed practically impossible condi¬ 
tions. 

It may take Austria-Hungary' months 
to drive the Serbs into a corner, and 
Servia will enjoy all the advantages of 
a small nation able to carry on a kind 
of guerilla warfare, without loss of 
dignity, against a foe who must respect 
the usual conventions of war. 

The Austrian and Hungarian soldiers 
do not regard the prospect of fighting 
in Servia with much satisfaction. Both 
officers and men would far rather move 
against the European armies than ven¬ 
ture into the Balkans, which brtstle 
with difficulties of every kind, and 
among a people w ho are not by any 
means on the same level of civilization 
as themselves. 

The conflict which commenced when 
Baron GiesI, the Austrian ambassador, 
left Belgrade, will be a trial of strength 

- between some of the most splendid re¬ 
presentatives of the two races. The 

A Serbs are perhaps the most advanced 
of the Slavs in Europe. They kre far 
more civilized than the mass of the 
Russians, and have had a full measure 
of liberty in which to acquire educa¬ 
tion and to develop their commercial 
ability. 

They proved their valor and their ca¬ 
pacity for bearing arms in the late 
war, eye-witnesses saying that the 
Serb gunners beat completely those of 
the other Balkan states.

went to New York and built another' 
boat at Dein mater’s shipyard, at West 1 
13th street and the North river. Tills 
was thirty-one fe^t long nn.l contained 
a petroleum engine. This vessel in 
turn proved unsatisfactory. 

In 1S93 the navy department, as the 
result of a competition, awarded to Mr. 
Holland a contract for the construction 
iff a submarine boat at government ex¬ 
pense. The result was a boat eighty- 
five feet long, with a petroleum en¬ 
gine. which never could be operated. 

Then Mr. Holland, who had organ¬ 
ized a company for building submar¬ 
ine boats, transferred his activltes to 
the Crescent Shipyards, at Ellkftbeth, 
N. J . of which Arthur L. BuAch was 
superintendent and undertook the 
building of tl boat entirely according 
to hfs own plans, without the inter¬ 
ference of others, to which he charged 
the failure of the government boat. 

The result was the. Holland, a boat 
[nearly fifty-four feet long, more than 
ten feet in diameter, and with a dis- 
p! icement of seventy-five tfns. Thi* 
boat was launched, taken t<> Perth 
Amboy and there^ successfully tried 
by Mr. Holland on St. Patrick’s Pay, 
1S!1S. 

Curiously enough, the great Ewm- 
P?;in naval’powers, with that cautious 
conservatism which ran be appreciated 
in the circumstances, looked nskance 
at the Invention just as they did in re¬ 
gard to Fulton’s proposal of a stenm- 
propelled vessel years before. They 
were not going to ndopt any Innovation 
until it had passed the experimental, 
stage. The submarine first won the 
approval of the French, to whose ven¬ 
turesome nature it appealed in the 
same manner as the aerial inventions 
of the Wright brothers appealed to 
them some yenrs later, and about 
twelve years ago they began the de¬ 
velopment of a submarine navy with 
characteristic energy. In fact, they 
took up this branch of naval design 
almost to the exclusion of every other 
department, with the result that 
France in point of naval tonnage 
dropped from second place to fourth. 

Great Britain at first was lukewarm 
toward the submarine. Then, keenly 
realizing its possibilities, shf began to, 
build and elaborate them so extensively 
and rapidly that she soon outstripped 
all her rivals and to-day leads the 
world in the number of these formid¬ 
able vessels built and building. Just 
what role they will play in the present 
struggle time will tell. The. first seri¬ 
ous efiterprise, that of German sub¬ 
marine U15, was a disastrous failure. 
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To-morrow we continue this final clean-up of all Cotton 
Mouse ami Outing Dresses.

Onr correspondent, “Householder 
protested very strongly in last night’s 
Times against the high cost of living 
in Victoria. There no doubt Is solid 
ground for the complaints of “House- 
holdci,*’ but the ground is tfo more 
st.lid than it was before the outbreak 
,.t war The cost of living long has 
been higher in Victoria than in any 
of the neighboring cities, and there is 
no justification for it -"at least none 
that is understandable. Now that the 

Dominion government has decided to 
impose war taxes upon a list of goods 
of eon -ith ruble range, we suppose ad¬ 
ditional burdens will be imposed upon 
this long-suffering and patient com¬ 
munity. and that under circumstances 
which render the people less able to 
withstand them. 

But protests addressed fn the news¬ 
papers will not remedy the evil com¬ 
plained of. The agencies which are re¬ 
sponsible for the high cost of living are 
not likely to release the grip they have 
upon us after reading mere verbal pro- 
trsts. Nor is increased production likely 
ti have much effect unless the condi¬ 
tions attached to the marketing of 
goods arc relaxed and freer course 


the distress which exists in their 
midst. Let us rcim-mbi r that in the 
conflict now in progress those coun¬ 
tries will win that best look after the 
comfort of their people—those coi.n- 
trlcs which regurd the lot ol^, their

The first cost of the war to Canada is 
about fifty thousand dollars a day. By | 
first cost we mean the outlay Involved 
in connection with the • expeditionary i 
force of twenty-five thousand men who 
soon, will be- gathered at YulcartierJ 
The dally pay at $1.10 per man will be 
$27,500. The extra allowances for of¬ 
ficers will increase this amouht to more 
than thirty thousand dollars per day. 
Provisions and other supplies for the 
force will cost about twenty thousand 
dollars per day. making a total of ap¬ 
proximately fifty thousand dollars. 

The grand total, however, will be 
much greater. Guns, ammunition and 
transport will run into large figures. 
Besides, tbei<- are thousands «»f troop? 
under arms who do not belbng to the 
foreign service force and who are in 
receipt of the statutory allowance. We 
question if the total cost to 4he coun¬ 
try will t»e less than $150,000 per day. 
In which case the war loan of fifty 
million dollars to be raised by the gov¬ 
ernment will not be at all unreason¬ 
able.

The well-to-do must abandon some of 
their luxuries, for the working classes 
have no luxuries to abandon. The 
country will not have reached the end 
of its sacrifices when It has sent its 
sons to the battlefield. They are its 
best, It Is true, but those who remain 
at home also must carry the cross. 

It is not only because It will exact a 
terrible toll in precious lives that this 
war will affect most profoundly the 
thought and character of the world. 
From it will lead trails other than 
those of bereavement and sorrow?

No Mails for Germany, German Col 
onies, Austria-Hungary or Lux¬ 
emburg Will Be Accepted. 


The following circular has boon 
sent out from the poai office depart¬ 
ment. Ottawa, under date of August 
18; to all offices In the Dominion: 

The British post office advises that 
the mall service between the United 
Kingdom and Germany, German col¬ 
onies, Austria-Hungary and Luxem¬ 
burg Is entirely suspended, that malls 
for other European countries can bo 
received for dispatch as opportunity 
offers, but that all services are ir¬ 
regular and uncertain. 

In accordance with this, the post¬ 
master will, until further advised, 
not accept any mall matter for Ger¬ 
many, German colonies, Austria-Hun¬ 
gary and Luxemburg for onward 
transmission, whether by our Cana¬ 
dian service, by Now York, or by any 
other route. 

All mall matter for these countries 
now oft hand or posted by the publio 
notwithstanding this notice, Is to be 
listed and sent, accompanied by the 
lists, In special returns by first mall 
to the dead letter office, Ottawa.

" ‘The disposition, for instance, of tlie 
French an$ British fleets respectively 
at the present moment Is not based 
upon an engagement to co-operate in 
war. You have, however, pointed out 
that if either government had grave 
reason to expect an unprovoked attack 
by a third power It might become es¬ 
sential to know whether It could in 
that event depend upon the armed 
assistance of ihe other. 1 agree that 
If either government had grave reason 
to expect an unprovoked attack by a 
third power, or something that threat¬ 
ened the general peace, it should lm : 
mediately discuss with the other 
whether both governments should act 
together to prevent aggression and to 
preserve peace, and if so what meas¬ 
ures they would be prepared to take 
in common. That Is the starting I 
point for the government with regard i 
to the present crisis. 

“ ‘I think that makes it perfectly 
clear that what the prime minister and 
I have said to the House of Commons, 
was perfectly Justified, and that as j 
regards our freedom to der ide in a | 
crisis what our line should he- whether j 
we should intervene or whether we 
should abstain-the government re¬ 
mained perfectly free and a fortiori 
the House*.of Commons remained per¬ 
fectly free.’ (Ministerial cheers.) 

Changed Situation. 

“That 1 say to clear the ground 
from the point of view of obligation, 
and I think It was due to prove our 
good faith to the House of Commons 
that I should give that full informa¬ 
tion to the house now and say what 
I think Is obvious from the letter just 
read that we do not construe any¬ 
thing which has previously taken 
place In our diplomatic relations with 
other powers on this matter as re¬ 
stricting 1 tie freedom of the govern¬ 
ment to decide what attitude they 
should take now, or restricting the 
freedom of the House of Commons to 
decide what their attitude will be. 
(Hear, hear.) 

“I will go further and say this: 
The situation in the present crisis is 
not precisely the same as It was in 
the Morocco question. In the Morocco 
question it was primarily a dispute 
which concerned France—a dispute, it 
seemed to us, fastened upon France 
out of nn agreement existing between 
us and France and published to the 
whole world, under which we engaged 
to give France diplomatic support. 
No doubt we were pledged to nothing 
but diplomatic support, but we were 
at any rate pledged by definite pub¬ 
lished agreement to side with France 
diplomatically on that question. 

Origin of Present Crisis. 

“The present crisis has originated 
differently. It has not originated with 
regard to Morocco. It has not origi¬ 
nated as regards anything about which 
we had special agreement with France: 
It has not originated with anything 
which primarily concerned France. It 
originated In a dispute between Aus¬ 
tria and Servla. 

“I can say this with the most abso¬ 
lute confidence—no government and 
no country has less desire to be in¬ 
volved* In war or with the dispute be¬ 
tween Austria and Servla than the 
government and country of France. 
(Loud cheers.) They are Involved In 
it because of their- obligation of honor 
—(renewed cheers)—under a definite 
alliance with Russia. It Is only fair to 
say to the house this: that obligation 


alone with a combination of other fleets 
there. That would be the very moment 
when we could not detach more ships 
for the Mediterranean, and we might 
have exposed this country, through our 
negative attitude at the present moment 
to a most appalling-risk (Cheers.)

“From the German government the 
reply was:

The German minister for foreign af¬ 
fairs then gave Mr. E. Goschen to un¬ 
derstand that he rather doubted whe¬ 
ther they ^could answer at all, as any 
reply they might give could not fall, In 
the event Of war, to have (he undesir¬ 
able effect of disclosing part of their 
plan of campaign.

“I telegraphed at the same time to 
Brussels to the Belgian government, 
and got the following reply from our

He pegged tne to add that the Belgian 
government believed they were in a 
position to defend the neutrality of 
their country in case of violation.’" 
(Cheers.) 

Appeal to the King 

Sir Edward went on to say that he 
w’us asked last week whether If a guar¬ 
antee were given that after the war 
Belgian Integrity would be preserved 
that would content him. He replied that 
he could not bargain away whatever 


we believe is able to protect our com¬ 
merce and protect our shores and pro¬ 
tect our Interests, if we epgage in war. 
we shall suffer but little more than 
what we shall suffer if we stand aside. 
We are going to suffer, I am afraid, 
terribly. In this war. whether we are in 
it or whether we are not. Foreign trade 
is going to stop, not because trade 
routes are closed, but because there is 
no trade at the other end. . . 

. Fleet Mobilized. 

Reverting to Belgium, Sir Edward 
sahl.lf the facts turned out as they had 
reached the government it was clear 
there was an obligation on this country 
to do Its utmost to prevent the conse¬ 
quences to which those facts, if undis¬ 
puted, would lead. (Cheers.) The gov¬ 
ernment had taken no Engagement yet 
to send an expeditionary armed force 
out of (he country. The mobilization of 
the fleet had taken place. (Cheers.)

Sir Edward Grey’s Warning 
to Germany Before the War 


Speech in Which He Declared Great 
Britain Would Not Permit Coast of 
France To BeRavaged by Hostile Ships 


“Last w eek I stated we y ere work¬ 
ing for peace, not only for this country, 

1 ut to preserve the peace of Europe. 
To-day events move so rapidly it is ex¬ 
ceedingly difficult to state with technicalj 
accuracy the actual state of affairs. Itj 
I.h dlear the peace of Europe cannot be 
preserved. Russia and Germany have 
declared war on each other. 

“First of all let me say very shortly 
we have persistently worked with a 
single mind, w ith all the earnestness in i 
our power, to preserve peace. (Cheers.) 
The house may be satisfied on that 
point. \V,» have always done It. and irr 
these last years, as far as his majesty's 
government are concerned, we should 
hive no difficulty in provingjt. Through 1 
th • Balkan crisis we worked for peace. I 
Tin* i-operation of the great powers 
of Europe was successful then. 

‘ In Ihe present crisis, unhappily, it 
has not been possible to secure the 
peso- of Europe because there has been 
little time, and there lias been a dis¬ 
position. at any rate in some quarters, 
on which T will not dwell, to force 
things rapidly to an issue, at any rate, 
to the great risk of peace. The result 
v/e now know. The policy of peace as 
far as the -great powers generally are 
con< erned has failed. 

' I do not want to dwell upon it and 
say where the blain<* seems to us to lie 
—which powers were most in favor of 
peace and which were most disposed 
^o endanger peace—because I would 
like the house to approach the crisis 
from the point of view of British inter¬ 
ests. British honor—(loud cheers)—and 
British obligations (renewed cheers)— 
free from all passion—(cheers)— as to 
why peace has not been preserved. 

British Obligations. 

“There have be«*n in Europe two dip¬ 
lomatic groups—the triple alliance and 
what came to be' called the triple en¬ 
tente—fur some years past. The triple 
entente was not an alliance: it was a 
diplomatic group.

Obligation to Belgium. 

| The governing factor in our position

Grey went on, was a treaty of 1839. In 
1870, when there was war between 
France and Germany, the question of 
the neutrality of Belgium arose, and 
Wince Bismarck gfcv'e in writing a 
declaration, which lie said was super¬ 
fluous in the presence of the treaty, 
that the German confederation and al¬ 
lies would respect the neutrality of Bel¬ 
gium, It being ulways understood that 
that neutrality would be respected by 
other belligerent powers. That was 
valuable as a recognition In 1870 on the 
part of Germany of the sacredness of 
these treaty rights. Honor and Interest 
were as strong to-day as in 1870, and 
we could not now take a more narrow 
or less serious view of the importance 
of our obligations than was taken by 
Mr. Gladstone In 1870.

Con¬ 
sider—at present Canada ge,ts 73 per 
cent, of her Investments from 'Great 
Britain. 14 per cent, from America and 
13 per cent, within her own' borders. 
Besides that, we are still her ehfbf 
j source of supply in emigration. -We 
give her a free insurance policy in our 
vvy and the diplomatic service of the 
empire is at her disposal. 

"Canada is bound in honor in the 
near future to make the Mother Coun¬ 
try some return for' these privileges, 
but from a merely material point of 
view she cannot break away from us 
for at least two or three generations. 

"And opart from material considera¬ 
tions, which I do not wish to rate too 
highly,” said Sir Arthur, "1 am con¬ 
vinced that there is a very real and 
widespread element of loyalty and im¬ 
perialism in the people of Canada. 
They retain the traditions of their an¬ 
cestors of 1732, who gave, up every¬ 
thing and came across the border to 
make' their homes in Ontario. Those 
traditions are in their blood and can¬ 
not easily be eradicated. 

Independent Existence. 

"Perhaps.by the end of the present 
century, when Great Britain will .find 
her daughter bigger than herself, the 
question of an independent existence 
will come up in a strong form and will 
have to* he settled one way or f tho 
other; but until then, at any rate, 
Canada is not likely to throw off her 
allegiance. 

“The disturbing element in our re¬ 
lations just now is the Hindoo ques¬ 
tion. I consider that a very serious 
matter—ay most difficult and, indeed, 
dangerous one. If ever the empire is 
wrecked it will be on some such rook 
as this. Canada had no choice but to 
back up British Columbia in keeping 
out the Indians.

eration a noble people 
hands of king or emperor, enlightened I 
though he may be, or however ardent a 
guardian of peace during a long period 
of years. 

Never have we upheld the Germany 
of the mailed fist, of the autocracy of 
militarism; against its claims, its ex¬ 
cesses, its encroachments upon civil 
rights, its assertion that it constitutes 
a sacrosanct caste superior to any 
other, we have protested in season and 
out of season.

It is another Germany which we 
have been proud to recognize and ac¬ 
claim— the Germany of high aspira¬ 
tions and noble ideals, the Germany of 
intellectuai freedom, tft* Germany to 
whose spiritual leadership every na¬ 
tion the world over is deeply in debt, 
ffs flag has meant to us the flag .Of 
scientific knowledge planted furthest 
• north in more fields of mental and 
governmental activity than Is perhaps 
any other. It Is the country of Fichte, 
Kant and Hegel, of Gchlller and 
Goethe, of Korner and his fellow- 
champions of German liberty in the. 
wars of freedom just a century ago; of 
Carl Schurz and Siegel and-Kinkel and 
their revolutionary comrades of 1848; 
of Schubert, Schumann and Wagner, 
of Lessing, of Mommsen, of Helmholtz 
and Siemens and all the rest of the 
intellectual heroes who have been and 
are the real glories of the Germany for 
which we have entertained such pro¬ 
found respect.

It also allows graphically the location of the French and German detachments of troops in time of peace. As the diagram shows, this 
stretch of territory, even in times of peace,,was an armed camp. 

The country shown in this map was the theatre of the early stages of the Franco-German war of 1870, which opened just 44 years ago 
yesterday. Upon the map will he found Sarrebruck, Strasburg, Metz, Sedan, Chalons—all places which loomed large in the war news 44 
years ago. - ■ 

The map shows the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, the little principality lying between the southeastern part of Belgium and Germany. 
The neutrality of this little state has been guaranteed for the last 47 years liy the great powers, Prussia included; but Germany flouted 
these treaty obligations on Saturday, when a German army 100,000 strong, marched into the Grand Duchy. 

Cablegrams report that a German army crossed the frontier at Cerey (marked on the map hv an x) aud proceeded^towards Nancy, 
engaging French troops in the neighborhood and suffering a check. 

That portion of Germany lying between the frontier and the Rhine comprises Alsace-Lorraine, the “lost provinces” mourned by 
France. Germany also is now in force close to Brussels and Antwerp.

tween them. How then? Simpleton! 
their governors had fallen out; and, 
Instead of shooting one another* had 
the cunning to make these poor block¬ 
heads shoot. Alas, so it is In Deutsch¬ 
land, and hitherto In all other lands; 
still, as of old, “what devilry soever 
kings do, the Greeks must pay the 
piper"! 

In that fiction of the English Smol¬ 
lett, it Is true, the final cessation of 
war Is perhaps prophetically shadowed 
forth; where the two natural enemies, 
In person, take each a tobacco pipe, 
filled with brimstone, light the same, 
and smoke in one another’s faces, till 
the weaker gives in; but from such 
predicted peace era what blood-filled 
trenches and contentious centuries 
may still divide us!

As they were anxious not to 
fight in Belgium, but to get across Bel- j 
glum to Frunce as quickly as possible, 
it would have been necessary to leave 
only a little, garrison In the forts of 
Liege, thus protecting their flank, and 
press on up the Meuse valley to the 
open French frontier. 

Ho valuable in the scheme of CJertnaji 
operations was Liege that the sacrifice 
of some th( usands of men to rapture it 
was held worth while. This explains 
the apparent recklessness of the open¬ 
ing attacks and the slaughter which 
Belgian dispatches declare accompanied 
their repulse. Precisely the same thing, 
was attempted by the Japanese at Port 
Arthur and also failed. 

Resistance Is Surprising. 

Only one thing Is quite clear In the 
confuston. An unexpectedly heroic Bel¬ 
gian resistance has temporarily de¬ 
layed the advance of the army of the 
Meuse. While the main force is com¬ 
ing up behind. Liege still holds out and 
Belgian and French troops have united 
and are hurrying to its support, with 
the possibility of British aid presently. 
If the Belgian resistance continues, it 
Is clear that the real fighting will be¬ 
gin not in French territory but In Bel¬ 
gian. not about Maubeuge and Glvet, 
but on the line of the Meuse between 
Namur and Liege. 

If Liege holds out permanently the 
Germans can still mask it as the Bul¬ 
garians did Adrianople when they ad¬ 
vanced to Lule Burgas. But the peril 
of such a movement is visible, be¬ 
cause of such an advance w'ould leave 
their flank and rear open to attack by 
Belgian troops coming up along the 
Sambre and Meuse from all quarters, 
and re-enforced by the French and cer¬ 
tain to have British help soon. 

If the army of the Meuse has been 
arrested, it must.also necessarily delay 
the advance of the army of the Moselle 
from Luxemburg, which would other¬ 
wise leave Its right flank and rear open 
to French attack. Since the forts of 
the French frontier are unbroken the 
army of the Rhine must also wait. 

The reports are too inconclusive to 
warrant any real forecast. But. so far 
’ as they show anythtng they Indicate 
1 that unexpected Belgian resistance ha*

It will be seen, then, that, conform¬ 
ing to the geographical conditions, the 
Germans are directing at France three 
grvat armies, the army of the Meuse, 
based on Cologne: the army of the 
Moselle, based on Coblenz, and the 
army of the Rhine, based on Mayence 
and on Strassburg. The first would 
naturally become visible w'taen It 
touched Belgian territory; the second, 
when Luxemburg was invaded; the 
third w'ould remain masked behind the 
fortifications of Metz and Strassburg. 
The first two would arrive In France 
behind the Belfort -Verdun barrier of 
forts and presumably compel the 
French army on this line to fall back— 
opening the w-ay for the army of the 
Rhine and permitting the concentration 
of all three German armies w-ell with¬ 
in French territory and north of Paris, 
the German objective. 

Now It remains to consider what has 
happened. A German advance guard 
walked Into Luxemburg and occupied 
the principality.

of the general staff of the German army 

that general staff which has often 
been described as the brain of Ger¬ 
many’s military power—since 1867, that 
is to say. 47 years, was attached to the 
staff of Czar Alexander II. throughout 
the war against Turkey in 1877, and 
when after that conflict Sultan Abdul 
Hamid applied to old Emperor William 
for an officer to direct the reorganiza¬ 
tion of the Turkish army, von der Gqltz 
was nominated for the post, at the 
pressing instance of Field Marshal von 
Moltke. 

Von der Gpltz spent twelve years In 
this work, the result of which appeared! 
In the crushing defeat of Greece, in- 1 
■flirted -upon her by the Turks in the 
war of 1891: a campaign which led tn| 
his being raised to the rank of field 
marshal of the Ottoman army. On his 
return to Germany, he was made head 
,f the Engineer and Pioneer Corps, and 
inspector-general of fortifications. From 
that tipie forth. That Is to say. from 
1898 onwards, his service has been con¬ 
tinuous in his native land, where he 
holds the rank of field mffrshal and of 
inspei tor-general.

thirty-eight years ago to-day, August 
21, 1876. He was then In his eightieth 
year, having been bom in Ireland in 
1796. In his young manhood he was the 
editor of a newspaper In Dublin, and 
was prominently identified with the 
Orange order, which was formally or¬ 
ganized in the year of fua birth. In 
1829 Gowan came to Canada, and im¬ 
mediately began spreading the doc¬ 
trines of the Orangemen among the 
Irish Protpstant settlers in this coun¬ 
try. As a result of his propaganda. 
Orange Lodge No. 1, the flr.st in Can¬ 
ada, was started in Brockville in 1830. 
Gowan continued his work and several 
other lodges were founded by him. and 
in 1832 he Instituted the Grand Lodge 
of British North America. He was the] 
first grand master of the Orange lodge 
find continued In that ^capacity for 
many years, while he was active In the 
organization until his death. He wrote 
several works on Orangeism which are 
still considered authoritative by Cana¬ 
dian members of the order. Gowan 
was a member of parliament from 1834 
to 1841. and served against the rebels 
In the insurrection of 1837. Among 
Gowan’e successors as Ticad of the 
Canadian Orangemen have been many 
men of prominence, including Sir Mac¬ 
kenzie Bowell, the veteran editor and 
statesmen: J H. Cameron, J. C.: Dr. 
T. S Sproule. Henry Merrick, M. P.;
